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Claims 

The invention claimed is 



lA surgical targeting system for adding an indicia 
jimage to a radiographic image of a body resulting 
:rom passage of image radiation through the body, 
jaid targeting system compLrising : 

an antimicrobial^ drapejhaving an inner 
Surface of sufficient flexibility to conform to 
at least a portion of an outer surface of the 
b^dy, said drape being puncturable to provide 
access to the outer surface of the body, said 
dr^pe being transparent to the imaging radiation; 

an indicia affixed to a portion of said 
drabe, said indicia being opaque to the imaging 
radiation resulting in the indicia image 
corresponding to said indicia; and 

\a means for fixing said indicia relative to 
the o\iter surface of the body such that said 
indici\a provides a reference on the body for 
correlating portions of the body to the 
radiographic body image.

The surgical \targeting system of claim 1 wherein 
said indicia comprises polar coordinates. 
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5. The surgical targeting system of claim 1 wherein 
said fVxing means comprises adhesive applied to 
said in\er surface of said drape. 

6. The surgical targeting system of claim 5 wherein 
said adhesiv^is applied continuously to the 
entire inner surface of said drape. 

7 . The surgical targeting system of claim 1 wherein 
said drape comprises a cylindrical portion. 

8. The surgical targeting system of claim 7 wherein 
said drape comprisesXan end portion connected to 
and closing one end or said cylindrical portion, 
said end portion bein^ hemispherical .

10. The surgical targeting system of claim 9 wherein 
said indicia comprises a system of polar 
coordinates having a center coinciding with an 
apex of said drape. 



11. A system for providing a sterile >^ield around an 
elongate body comprising: 

an antimicrobial drape having \a cylindrical 
portion and an end portion connectedXto and 
closing one end of said cylindrical pWtion, said 
end portion being hemispherical, said olrape 
having sufficient flexibility to conforifk to at 
least a portion of an outer surface of th\ 
elongate body, said drape being puncturabl^ to 
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said fixing^ means fixing said indicia 
relative to the c\uter surface such that said 
indicia provides ^ reference on said body for 
correlating portion^ of the body to the 
radiographic image thereof. 

A system for providing ^ sterile field around a 
conical body comprising: 

a conical antimi-crobi\al drape having 
sufficient flexibility to cbnform to at least a 
portion of an outer surface ^f the elongate body, 
said drape being puncturable tto provide access to 
the outer surface of the body;\and 

means for fixing said drape to the outer 
surface of the body, said drape and fixing means 
being sterile to provide a sterile field around 
the outer surface of the body accei^sed by 
puncturing of said drape, 

The ourgical targeting system of claira 15 wherein

said drape comprises plastic impregnat^^d with 

iodophor . 

The sterile field system of claim 16 wheretin said 
fixing means comprises adhesive applied toVihe 
surface of said drape which contacts the out^r 
surface of the body. 



The sterile field system of claim 16 wherein sax^ 
drape has a radial cutout having a base which 
coincides with a peripheral edge of said drape 
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20. The sterile field s^Utem of claim 16 wherein said 
drape is transparentXto imaging radiation, 

said sterile field system further comprising 
an indicia affixed to a portion of said drape, 
said indicia being opaque to the imaging 
radiation such that a r^iographic image of the 
body resulting from passage of the image 
radiation through the bodys. includes an indicia 
image corresponding to said\ indicia, 

said fixing means fixing said indicia 
relative to the outer surface such that said 
indicia provides a reference on said body for 
correlating portions of the bc^dy to the 
radiographic image thereof. 



21. The sterile field system of claiVn 20 wherein said 
indicia comprises a system of polar coordinates 
having a center coinciding with tlpe apex of said 
drape .

22. A method for correlating a selected\ portion of a 
body to a radiographic image of the ^^ody for 
treatment of the body, said method comprising the 
steps of: 

applying a radio-transparent drap^^ having 
radio-opaque indicia to the body; 

fixing said* drape and indicia to thfe body; 

directing imaging radiation through ^aid 
drape and indicia such that a radiographicX image 
of said body and indicia is formed on a medVum; 

referencing on the radiographic image tl 
selected portion of the body relative to the 
indicia; 
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locating the selected portion of the body by 
referenciNng the body relative to the indicia on 
the drape \in a manner corresponding to said 
ref erencingv of the radiographic image; and 

puncturing the drape to access the body for 
treatment thei^eof. ,j^,>P-^^^fe^''^^ 

The method of ci^im 22 and further comprising the 
steps of: 

referencing a\ second selected portion of the 
body on the radiogMphic image relative to the 
indicia on the radiographic image; and 

locating the second selected portion of the 
body by referencing the body relative to the 
indicia on the drape iX a manner corresponding to 
said referencing of the\second selected portion of 
the radiographic image, 

The method of claim 22 wheVein said applying step 
comprises placing the drapeX on the body such that 
the body is disposed betweeA at least two portions 
of the indicia, said placing \of the drape further 
providing that each said portion of the indicia is 
contained in a separate plane \hich is in parallel 
separation to the other plane. 



The method of claim 22 

wherein said applying step cdmprises placing 
the drape on the body such that thk body is 
disposed between at least two porti^^ns of the 
indicia, 

wherein said referencing step coJnprises 
identifying on the radiographic image Vhe portions 
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of the indicia intersectied by an axis coinciding 
with a selected direction through the body, 

wherein said locating step comprises locating 
the selected direction through the body by 
referencing the body relative to the portions of 
the indicia on the drape identified in said 
referencing of the radiographVc image; 

wherein said puncturing stiep comprises 
puncturing the drape to access the body adjacent 
to at least one of the portions \f the indicia. 
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
